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LINDLEY   HALL 
IS   CLOSED 

Fifty-four  years  of  girlish 
echos  in  the  marble  halls  of 
Lindley  have  given  way  to  the 
sounds  of  typewriters  and  busi- 
ness meetings. 

Lindley  Hall  has  been  closed 
as   a   dormitory,    as   have    two 
other    College    Green    halls 
Howard  and  Scott. 

The  University  announced 
that  the  residence  halls  would 
be  closed  when  housing  pro- 
jections last  spring  indicated 
there  would  be  approximately 
560  vacancies  in  the  dormi- 
tories in  the  fall. 

Bunks,  dresserSj  de>ks.  chairs 
and  kitchen  equipment  in 
I  indie)  were  sold  in  July,  and 
the  work  of  converting  the 
building  from  a  residence  hall 
to  an  office  facility  began. 

The  fate  of  the  other  two 
residence  halls  is  not  quite  so 
definite.  In  case  ol  a  late  surge 
in  requests  for  housing  con- 
tracts, the  University  plans  to 
reopen  Howard  and  Scott.  If 
this  does  not  occur,  they  too 
eventual!)  will  be  i  onverted  i" 
other  uses. 

Lindley's  history  as  a  wom- 
en's residence  hall  dales  back 
to  1917.  When  it  opened  its 
doors  as  the  third  women's 
dorm  on  campus  ( Boyd  and 
Bryan  pre)  eded  it  i ,  the  Green 
and  White  wrote: 

"It  is  undoubtedly  the  most 
modern,  best  designed  and 
most  finely  appointed  dormi- 
tory for  women  that  is  to  be 
found  in  a  state-supported  uni- 


Administrative 
Senate  Formed 

A  recently  chartered  Ad- 
ministrative Senate  at  Ohio 
University  gives  the  middle- 
level  administrative  staff  a  for- 
malized role  in  the  governance 
of    the    University. 

In  recommending  approval 
of  the  group  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees  in  June,  President 
Claude  R.  Sowle  described  thi 
new  senate's  members  as  those 
having  the  "direct,  functional 
knowledge  of  administrative 
operations  and  the  skills  to 
deal  with  them."  There  are  25 
elected  members. 

The  new  senate  has  defined 
its  role  as  one  of  pro\  iding  a 
''collective  and  independent 
vi  >it  e"  foi  those  assigned  "ad- 
ministrative responsibilities  in 
the  conduct  of  the  educational 
mission  of  the  University." 

Concerns  of  the  senate,  as 
stated  in  its  constitution,  will 
include  the  growth  and  de- 
velopment of  the  University, 
the  broad  scope  of  educational 
issues  1  onfronting  the  admin- 
istration and  the  professional 
development  of  the  adminis- 
trative staff. 

Creation  of  the  Administra- 
tive Senate  rounds  out  repre- 
sentation of  all  groups  within 
the  I  inv  ei  sit)  i  ommunity  in 
deliberations     on      Universit) 
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body  it  joins  the  Deans'  I  oui 
cil,  Facult)  Senate,  '  Iradua 
Student  Council,  Student  Go 
lining  Board  and  the  Unive 
sity    Council. 


UNIVERSITY  HIKES  FEES 


Students  enrolling  for  classes 
at  Ohio  Universit)  this  fall 
will  pay  higher  fees  than  they 
paid  last  year,  following  tin- 
August  3  action  by  the  Board 
of  Trustees  to  raise  tuition. 

The  fee  increases  range 
from  $90  a  year  for  in-state 
undergraduate  students  to 
$390  for  out-of-state  graduate 
students  and  should  net  the 
Universit)    approximate!)    $1  9 

million  in  added  funds  |  he 
hike  is  permitted  under  the 
national  wage-price  freeze  since 
it  was  in  effect  before  the 
freeze,  but  is  contingent  on 
approval   by   the   Legislature. 

An  undergraduate  student 
from  Ohio  now  will  pa)  $750 
in  Instructional  and  general 
fees  foi  a  three-quarter  a<  a- 
demii  year,  up  from  $660  last 
year.  The  total  cost  to  him  for 
one  year  on  campus  is  approxi- 
mately $2,154,  including  the 
i  omprehensive  fee,  the  i  osl  of 
room  and  board  in  a  I  fnivei  - 
sity  residence  hall  $1,284 
and  the  estimated  cost  of  books 
and  supplies  $(120).  This  does 
not   include  personal  expenses. 

An  undergraduate  from  out- 
side the  state  will  pa>  a  $1,950 
comprehensive  fee  this  year,  up 
from  $1,710;  in-state  graduate 
students  sec  their  fees  going

30,  1971. 
irest  of  the  1969-70  academic  year  and  similar  incidents  this 
-ersities,  plus  an  unfavorable  economy,  caused  many  colleges 
!  losses  in  private  support,  especially  from  alumni. 
During  this  difficult  period,  the  percentage  increase  in  gifts  from  Ohio  Uni- 
versity alumni  was  a  remarkable  140  percent  ($140,504  vs.  $337,565).  Where 
gifts  are  combined  with  payments  on  prior  year  pledges,  the  increase  is  88  percent 
($223,320  vs.  $420,671).  Also  significant  to  Ohio  University  alumni  loyalty  is 
the  38  percent  increase  in  the  number  of  alumni  making  gifts  and  payments  on 
prior  year  pledges  (3,487  vs.  4,801). 

In  view  of  this  support,  Ohio  University  is  grateful  to  the  many  individuals 
who  helped  make  the  1970-71  giving  campaign  a  most  significant  success.  It  is 
with  the  deepest  sense  of  pride  and  appreciation  that  we  list  their  nanus.  Each 
gift  is  acknowledged  as  an  individual's  contribution  toward  the  voluntary  support 
so  vital  to  public   higher  education.

Len  Janiak,  '40.  was  an  All- 
Buckeye  and  All-Ohio  half- 
back in  1938  and  played  on 
two  championship  Bobcat  foot- 
ball teams.  Since  leaving  the 
University,  he  has  had  a  long 
and  successful  coaching  career 
at  St.  Stanislaus  High  School, 
Cleveland,  where  he  was  hon- 
ored a  few  years  ago  at  a 
testimonial  dinner. 

Bob  Snyder,  '37.  quarter- 
backed  the  Bobcats  in  1931-34 
to  a  24-9-2  slate  and  went  on 
to  stardom  with  the  Chicago 
Bears.  He  was  All-Ohio  and 
All-Buckeye  during  his  under- 
graduate years  and  while  with 
the  Bears  won  four  titles  and 
three  world  championships.  He 
is  credited  with  helping  in- 
stall the  T-formation  at  Notre 
Dame  and  Maryland.  He 
coached  the  Cleveland  Rams 
when  they  won  the  world  title 
in  1945.'  the  Los  Angeles 
Rams,  Green  Bay  Packers  and 
Pittsburgh  Steelers.

Bob  Houmard  Stars  with  Eskimos

Bob  Houmard,  tin  block- 
busting fullback  on  the  1968 
undefeated  Bobcat  football 
team  now  starring  with  the 
Edmonton  Eskimos,  says  that 
"Canadian  football  is  more  in- 
teresting and  fascinating  than 
its  U.S.  counterpart." 

Houmard  should  know.  He's 
an  established  Canadian  league 
star,  having  played  with  the 
Winnepeg  Blue  Bombers  (who 
traded  him  to  the  Eskimos  fol- 
lowing last  year's  season)  since 
leaving  campus  in  1969. 

"Canadian  football  is  quicker , 
faster  and  has  much  more 
razzle-dazzle  than  the  Ameri- 
can game,"  Houmard,  now  in 
season  in  Canada,  said. 

"For  example,  we  have  a 
triple  reverse  pass  play,  and 
you've  seen  nothing  like  that 
in  American  ball." 

Asked  to  compare  college 
ball  with  pro  football  in  Cana- 
da, big  Bob  replied,  "Your 
attitude  and  whether  you  get 
yourself  read)  to  play  is  en- 
tirely up  to  you  here.  You're 
a  professional  and  you  must 
do  your  job  or  you're  out.  It's 
that    simple." 

Houmard  submitted  that 
Canadian  football  players  are 
not  "of  the  calibre  of  those  in 
the  NFL."  but  he  said  that 
things  are  slowly  improving 
"Each  Canadian  club  has  a 
limit  of  14  U.S.  players,  so  the 
best  teams  have  the  besl  (  lana- 
dian  players." 

Bob  said  the  frani  hises  in 
Canada     are     quite     stable. 


"Some  are  community-owned," 
he  reported.  "There's  good 
coaching  up  here.  As  an  ex- 
ample. Bob  Grant  (now  of  the 
Minnesota  Vikings)  coached 
up  here." 

"In  Canadian  ball,"  Hou- 
mard explained,  "you  have 
three  downs  to  make  ten  yards. 
Usually,  you'll  pass  once  and 
run  twice." 

Houmard  praised  the  Ohio 
coaching  staff,  saying,  "The 
things  I  learned  at  Ohio  Uni- 
versity have  stood  me  in  good 
stead  here." 

Bob  and  his  wife  Vicky 
stopped  in  during  a  visit  to 
campus  last  spring,  and  that's 
when  he  granted  us  this  inter- 
view. We  certainly  wish  him 
continued  success  in  the  far 
north.

Although  lost  through  grad- 
uation is  one-time  NCAA  six- 
mile  champion  Bob  Bertelsen, 
71,  back  are  Marion  junior 
Bdl  Haviland,  fresh  from 
winning  the  10,000  meter 
championship  at  the  summer 
Olympic  training  camp;  Rich 
Smith,  who  was  out  last  year 
with  mononucleosis  but  who 
returns  in  top  form  this  fall; 
senior  Sam  Olmes,  and  juniors 
Don  Polachek  and  Verle  Kin- 
kopf. 

Backing  up  the  top  five 
are  senior  Fred  Ode,  junior 
Don  Barber  and  sophomore 
John  Berchtold. 

In  the  conference,  Burnett 
figures  the  teams  to  beat  are 
Western  Michigan  (and  the 
title  run  will  be  on  the  Bron- 
cos' home  course  this  fall)  and 
Bowling  Green.  In  the  All- 
Ohio,  it's  the  B.G.  Falcons 
and   Miami's  Redskins. 

Last  year  Ohio  had  a  5-2 
dual  cross-country  record,  fin- 
ished second  in  the  MAC  and 
fifth  in  the  Central  Collegiates.
